“A lot of local people think 
Hickman has flipped, and I re- 
turn the favor.’’ 

This was typical of County As- 
sessor Irene Hickman’s bold and 
adamant commentary as she ap- 
peared last Friday before Wilma 
Mayer’s government finance 
class to discuss the tax policies 
that have made her slightly less 
popular than Ho Chi Minh. 

Since Mrs. Hickman’s de- 
cision earlier this month to tax 
ali property at full market value, 
she has been criticized by such 
worthy forces of enlightenment as 
the Sacramento Bee, the San 
Francisco Chronicle, Governor 
Brown and the County Board of 
Supervisors, The public at large 
also could be said to be dis- 
tressed., 

Yet Mrs. Hickman remains 
unwaveringly dedicated to the 
taxing principles she has es- 
poused for years, and which she 
reiterated to Professor Mayer’s 
class. 

Among these principles is 
strict adherance to the State 
Constitution, which states in ar- 
ticle 11, section 12 that all prop- 
erty shall be assessed at full 
cash value. 

Dr. Hickman asserted that this 
point seemed comparatively a 
‘minor issue’? to her, and she 
had had no idea she would be this 
controversial this soon. 

Dr. Hickman believes: simply, 
‘*We must take our oaths serious- 
ly and our constitution seriously, 
or we must change our oath or our 
constitution or both.”’ 

Dr. Hickman was here referr- 
ing to the fact that office holders 
must take an oath swearing to up- 
hold the State Constitution. 

The assessor added that some 
of her greatest critics are those 
who have signed the same oath, 
But she herself was ‘‘perverse 
enough’’ to believe both the oath 


and the constitution ‘‘and this 
makes me odd,’’ 
Dr. Hickman then intoned 


gravely that she is a member of 
a profession ‘‘deeply stained with 
corruption and malfeasance.” 
She maintained that she is trying 
**to remove at least part of the 
stain.”’ 

Dr. Hickman contended that 
the tax assessment scandals of 
1965 could not have happened with 
a 100 per cent assessment sys- 
tem. She asserted that the cor- 
ruption was made possibie by the 
many different rates of assess- 
ment and ‘‘gobbledygook’’ in 
which assessing becomes in- 
volved in some areas. 

One fact which seemed 
particularly to irritate Dr. Hick- 
man was that no member of ‘‘the

tempted through the courts to 
force the Los Angeles County 
Assessor to assess property at 
full market value. The appellate 
court ruled in favor of the defend- 
ant assessor, and in 1964 the 
California State Supreme Court 
refused to hear the case on ap- 
peal. 

But Dr. Hickman pointed out 
that no case has ever vet come 
up in which an assessor wanted 
to abide by the constitution and 
was being challenged by some- 
one who was questioning this aim. 

Dr. Hickman also spoke of the 
basic theme she has restated 
since she first sought the asses- 
sor’s office: unequal assess- 
ments. Quoting figures she used 
in her campaign, Dr, Hickman 
said she has found assessment 
ratios in this county ranging from 
39 per cent of value down to less 
than one per cent of value. 

A review by the Board of 
Equalization in 1964 showed a 
range in assessments from four 
to 100 per cent of market value. 

Dr. Hickman contended that 
the criticism of her 100 per cent 
assessment plan is merely a 
‘*smokescreen’”’ being put up in 
an attempt to discredit ‘‘Hick- 
man to prevent her from equal- 
ization.”’ 

This statement led Dr. Hick- 
man to a discussion of her plan 
to remove all taxes from build- 
ings and personal property, leav- 
ing only the equally applied prop- 
erty tax on land. 

The assessor said this should 
be done because only the value of 
land comes from the community; 
buildings and personal property 
are created by labor and are not 
dependent on the community. 
Therefore, the entire tax burden 
should be moved to land, since its 
value comes about through the 
presence of people and facilities, 
not individual initiative. 

In two years Dr. Hickman 
hopes to see an initiative on the 
ballot to eliminate all persona! 
property tax over a five year 
period, while gradually increas- 
ing the land tax. 

On this point Dr. Hickman 
is echoing her economic hero, 
Henry George, an economist oi 
the nineteenth century. 

Dr. Hickman is an instructor 
and a board member in the 
Sacramento branch and Northern 
California extensign of the Henry 
George School of Social Science, 
which conducts weekly sessions 
in economics at the Unitarian 
Church and El Camino High 
School. 

Mrs, Hickman has told the 
Sacramento Bee that passage of 
the single property tax initiative 
‘“‘would encourage the highest 
amd best use of property, tax 
the profit out of speculation and 


slums, remove ‘he tax penalty for 
good pr nprovements, 
prevent u: sprawl and the 
leapfrogging ‘evelopment,’’ 


One thing becomes clear from 
attending a personal appearance 
of Dr. Hickman: whatever the 
resolution of the present con- 
flicts, settlement will not be 
brought about by Mrs, Hickman 
backing down from her piesent 
stands. For Dr. Hickman seems 
to be listening to a veritable 
marching band of “different

COEFFICIENT OF INEFFICIENCY THEME 
OF ‘PARKINSON'S LAW CONVOCATION 


‘Work expands to fill the time 
available for ifs completion,” 
said Cyril Northcote Parkinson, 
historian, economist and hu- 
morist, at yesterday’s convoca- 
tion. 


With this startling discovery, 
made during World War ., Park- 
inson established himself as the 
foremost authority on the study 
of administrative bureaucracy. 
He showed tha: any administra- 
tive organization increases its 
personnel at a given annual rate, 
regardless of the amount of work 
to be performed. 


‘*Parkinson’s Law had a con- 
siderable effect on the world at 
large. It had various pieces of 
mathematics to show how scien- 
tific the whole thing was.. 
and I was so encouraged by its 
reception that I expanded my 


researches in administration,”’ 
the speaker quipped. 

In his own satirical fashion 
Professor Parkinson discoursed 
on the discovery of the first law 
itself, which showed us how the 
administrator spends his day. 

‘¢Administration consists of 
two things: what you do in the 
morning and what you do in 
the afternoon.” 


In the morning, said Profes- 
sor Parkinson, the administra- 
tor is occupied with nothing more 
than pushing paper with a fluent 
motion from one point on his 
desk to another. 


The afternoon, however, is 
much more interesting. Here 
he explained the fascinating 
world of committees and how 
a budget is passed.

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PROPOSITION 2 TO PROVIDE 
FUNDS FOR SSC GROWTH 


“Our problem here at Sacra- 
mento State is barely to keep pace 
with the demands for additional 
classrooms, laboratories and of- 
fices as the increasing numbers 
of college students seek admis- 
sion here each year,’’ said Duane 
Spilsbury, Campus Coordinator 
for Proposition 2. 

This fall SSC registered 10,700 
students, a 10 per cent jump over 
last fall. By 1975, based on con- 
servative estimates compiled by 
the college, the enrollment should 
climb above the 20,000 mark. 

To meet this rising increase 
of students over the past years, 
SSC has constructed a new art 
building, two radiation labs, a 
womens gymnasium and, nearing 
completion, a music building and 
a five story science building. But 
despite this steady construction, 
the college still must use over a 
dozen temporary and portable 
buildings. 

**A recent state law, effective 
on July, 1967, will channel an in- 


classroom instructional facili- 
ties. It will assist in construct- 
ing a science lecture hall and 
teacher education facility. It will 
help profice working drawings 
for teacher education facility, for 
speech-drama instructional fa- 
cility, phase II, for psychology 
instructional facility and for the 
library. The bond will also help 
provide for the remodeling of 
the speech-drama instructional 
facility, phase I and the existing 
science instructional facility I. 

‘*Without these funds, the 
whole construction program will 
be delayed for at least a year, 
and perhaps longer, at atime 
when every semester brings an 
increasing number of students 
who cannot, in all fairness, delay 
their education,’’ stressed Spils- 
bury.

Proposition 3--OPEN SPACE 
CONSERVATION 

This measure would authorize 
Legislature to define open space 
lands; provide restrictions to use 
thereof for recreation, scenic 
beauty, natural resources, or 
production of food or fiber and 
establish basis of assessment of 
such lands,”’ 


At the present time assessors 
value property by its market 
price. Consequently farm land 
near a housing development might 
not be assessed as farm land, 
which is low, but upon its future 
potential as a real estate de - 
velopment, which is high. 


As a result, California loses 
hundreds of acres of farm land 
every day to shopping centers, 
subdivisions, etc, This also ap- 
plies to timber land and other 
open spaces which would other- 
wise be usable for recreation, 
scenic beauty, and farming. 


‘Ihe question that has arisen 
and which this proposition hopes 
to determine is, ‘‘are these loss - 
es of open spaces due to our as- 
sessment policies? And if so, 
what can we do about them”’’ 


Proposition 4—-INDEBTEDNESS 
OF LOCAL AGENCIES 

Approximately one fourth of 
local school bond proposals dur - 
ing the 1954-59 perigd failed 
because they did not receive a 
majority vote. Many exceeded 60 
per cent of the vote, ‘‘California 
and three other states call for 
a two-thirds vote to pass local 
school bond issues,’? however 
most states call for a simple 
majority, ‘‘State general obliga- 
tion bond issues require a simple 
majority to pass,”’ 


Under this proposition, a 60 
percent favorable vote would per - 
mit a county, city, town, town- 
ship, board of education, or school 
district to issue general obliga- 
tion bonds for library purposes, 
and “‘to incur any form of in- 
debtedness or liability in ex- 


cess of yearly income for public 
school purposes, if approved ata

Is the present percentage too 
high for general public good, and, 
if so, what should the percentage 
be set at? 


Proposition 5—-PROPERTY 
TAXATION RELIEF IN EVENT 
OF DISASTER 

Should property damaged in 
disturbances, such as the Watts 
riots, also be reassessed? This 
proposal would widen the scope 
of conditions in which the Leg- 
islature could authorize Califor - 
nia taxing agencies to reassess 
property destroyed or damaged 
as a result of a major mis- 
fortune or calamity, provided that 
the areais proclaimed as being as 
a state of disaster by the Gover- 
nor. 

The amendment would change 
the legal language of the present 
law from ‘‘fire, flood or other 
act of God’ to “a major mis- 
fortune or calamity,” If approved, 
it would effectuate a new law 
to allow damaged property in 
Watts to be reassessed for the 
1965-66 tax year, providing the 
property had at least $1,000 worth 
of damage, 


Proposition 6-—LEGISLATIVE 
PROCEDURE 

At present the Legislature 
meets in three kinds of sessions: 
“general sessions in odd-num- 
bered years, as in 1968, 69, 71; 
budget sessions in even-number - 
ed years, as in 1968, 70, 72, 
and special sessions any time.”’ 
The Governor often calls special 
sessions to take up urgent legis- 
lation at the same time as the 
budget sessions, After a bill is 
sent to the governor he has 10 
days to sign the bill or to veto 
it and return it to the Legisla- 
ture, During the last 10 days of 
general session, however, the 
governor does not have his 10 
days to return the bill, As a re- 
sult, he can wait until the Leg- 
islature has recessed and let 
the bill die, He need do nothing 
to ‘‘pocket veto’’ a bill. 

“The 1965 general session 
passed some two-thirds of its 
bills in the last 10 days, The 
governor vetoes 173 of that ses- 
sion’s bills, 165 by pocket veto,”’ 

This proposal would allow the 


lawmakers te adjourn for 30 
days and then come back for five 
davs. primarilv to reconsider 
any vetoed bills, in effect, eli- 
minating the ‘‘pocket veto.’’ A 
bill passed 10 days before the 
session ends would become law 
unless within 30 days the gover- 
nor would seid it back to the 
Legislature with his objections,

“‘The Committee,” said Park- 
inson, “is not a structure, but 
an organic growth.’’ Nothing is 
ever settled on these commit- 
tees, laughed the speaker. 

Then he went on to explain the 
different types of chairmen who 
head up these committees. 


“There is the confusionist who 
allows everyone to talk at once 
for twenty-five minutes, then 
raps on the table, says ‘thank 
you, we seem to all agree, let’s 
move on.’ ’’ 


Dr. Parkinson concluded by 
expounding on the establishment 
of the Department of Dog Psy- 
chology as a prestige element 
for colleges, ‘‘We have a new 
department and since no one 
else has this department, we will 
be the best.”

There was a certain amount of 
tingling anticipation in this re- 
viewer’s heart when he began to 
read Eugene Burdick’s final nov- 
el, ‘‘The 480’’. 

The tingling swiftly died: Bur- 
dick the Political Commentator 
may have been a master in his 
field, but Burdick the Novelist 
was still inkindergarten. He suc- 
ceeded well in creating a sort of 
domestic Ugly American, but fell 
flat on his face in writing ‘‘A 
Novel of Politics’? like the blurb 
on the cover claims. 

All the standard Burdick 
characters are there: Thatch, 
the upstanding, honest, force- 
ful speaking American engineer 
in a strange and hostile Com- 
munist infested land who decides 
to run for President; Kelly, the 
fat, hard-fighting political boss; 
Terry, Thatch’s beautiful, un- 
derstanding (if slightly neurotic) 
Filipino wife... 

See what I mean? He took us 
this same route before with the 
help of William Lederer. 

The book is an excellent in- 
sight into the big business of 
American politics and should be 
avidly read by political-science 
majors and anyone else desiring 
to know more on that subject. 
But a political novel it is not.
